A highly confidential source has advised that C.T, etaak 
mentioned in conversation with another official of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) that this organization passed 
a resolution protesting the forthcoming investigation of the Ku Klux 
Klan (KKK) by the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA). 
Vivian explained that the SCLC believes it would be the first civil 


rights organization investigated by the HCUA following this KKK 
inquiry. 


The source also learned that represeptatives from other 
civil rights organizations, including SCLC, the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee and the Southern Conference Education Fund (SCEF) 
met on 4/15/65 to propose a plan to prevent the HCUA investigation of 
the KKK. The SCEF.is successor to the Southern Conference on Human 
Welfare which was cited by the HCUA, 

On 4/18/65, the “Atlanta Journal-Constitution” contained an 
article which reports the SCEF passed a resolution calling for a 
Presidential Commission to investigate charges of "violence, police 
brutality and failure of law enforcement in areas of racial tensions."
